As founder of the Monteagle Assembly and as an active leader 
in its exercises through every season from its establishment he 
became extensively known throughout the South....There is talk 
of his permanent burial being at Monteagle....

The children and grandchildren of W.W. Ferguson met at his residence 
for the purpose of celebrating his 67th birthday December 4....He 
had eleven children and all were present but two, their homes being 
at such a distance it was impossible for them to be there.... 


Last Friday Mr. John Vining died at his home near Macedonia, 

ll miles south of town, and was buried at Bethesda, the State Line 
church. He was about 68 years old. There was a large crowd at 
the funeral, which was conducted by Revs. Godsby and Laxon. 

Mr. Vining responded when the call was made for troops for the 
Mexican war, and was one of the men who by their promtness in 
offering their services and heroism and valor on the battlefield 
gained for Tennessee the proud title of Volunteer State. Mr. 
Vining was wounded twice in the battle of Monterey--in the foot and 
side, neither of which ever got well. The minnie ball passed 
entirely through him injuring his spinal column and his death was 
caused by this wound. He was never able to do manual labor after- 
ward. 

He was a well informed, observant man, of fine natural ability 
and there was not a better counselor in his neighborhood, when at 
himself. During the past few years his mind had been affected 
by his suffering and injuries. 

Sometime since some person reported to the authorities that he 
was able to work and make a living and the amount of his pension 
was reduced. He made an effort to have it restored but had to go 
to Chattanooga to be examined and as he was unable to make the 
trip, he never had justice done him. 

The treatment by the government of the men who gained our vast 
southwestern territory has been shameful in the extreme. For years 
these veterans, who in many cases were in want of the necessaries of 
life, were denied pensions because they happened to live in the 
South. And the reduction of the amount paid Mr. Vining was an 
outrage upon a deserving and needy man.

A DAY AT LINCOLN 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer Dec. 5, 1872 


If you have never visited Lincoln in this county we advise you to do 
so. We had heard much of the kindness and hospitality of the people 
of that neighborhood, but we. acknowledge that we did not fully appre- 
ciate it until we visited the place and made the acquaintance of a 
goodly number of the people. Perhaps some facts in connection with 
the citizens and what is being done in this portion of our good old 
county might not be uninteresting. And as a leading fact to begin 
with we would state (without meaning any disparagement to the rest 
of the county) that this neighborhood is making more rapid advances 
in the development of their lands and in producing everthing good and 
desirable than any portion of the county. We stopped with Mr. John 
Simpson, who has bought and resides at the "old Wm. Pryor place." 
We partook of a sumptuous dinner, and after dinner were regaled with 
delightful music, vocal and instrumental, made by members of the 
family. We had often heard "The Brook" but before never so well. 
This may be properly styled the emigrant neighborhood" of the county.

He (Simpson) moved from Preble co., Ohio, Feb. 1871, and bought 
from Mrs. Pryor the place he occupies, comprising 377 acres. 

Thomas Buck, of Preble county, Ohio, in March of this year bought 
of Capt. Corn 258 acres. 

James Ramsey, of Preble co., Ohio, in Feb. of this year bought of 
Solomon Cross, 240 acres. 

G.W. McCulluck, of Randolph co., I1l, in Nov. 1871, bought Col. 


Davis' farm, 460 acres. 
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J.J. Greenlee, of Ford co., T1l., in Feb. 1872, bought the "Turner 
farm", 130 acres. 


Rev. J.W. Wait, of Carroll co., Ohio, in July, 1871, bought Mrs. 
Love's farm, 130 acres. 


J.M. Smith of Rock Island co., I11., in Nov. 1871, moved out and 
took charge of the Rev. Mr. Wait's farm. 

John Marshall, of Preble co., Ohio, moved out in Nov. 1871, and took 
charge of the farm purchased by himself and Gilmore of Mrs. Buchanan, 
some 252 acres. 


D.F. Stewart, of Armstrong co., PA, in Mar. 1871, bought of Russell 
Whitworth 130 acres. 


G.W. Crawford and L. Dehaven, of Green co., Ohio, in Nov. 1870 
bought the John Moore farm, 500 acres. 


R.M. Welch, of Knox co., Ohio, in July 1872, bought of W.M. Alex- 
ander 536 acres. 


Robt. Hays, of Ford co., ILL, in Apr. 1872, bought the "Beverly 
farm," 215 acres. 


There are several other families who have recently moved from the 
Northern States and located in this neighborhood, and quite a number 
who are looked for soon. 

The amount of land purchased by them within the last eighteen or 
twenty months approximates five thousand acres. As a general thing, 
too, they have paid the cash, and in a few instances of purchases on 
short credit the payments have been promptly met when due. These 
farmers are not all contiguous but close enough for all to send to 
the same school and attend the same church. A nice commodious church 
edifice has already been erected near Mr. Simpson's house and regular 
services had under the management of the Rev. Mr. Wait, the able and 
efficient pastor of the church. Efforts are being made to establish 
a first-class school....

Fort Donelson to Camp Morton 


The picture of Camp Morton is not a good frontispiece; a more cheer- 
ful reminiscence would be better. Ah, the pathetic memories of the 
survivors! the dim scenes will revive to them much of suffering and 
privation. The writer recalls along with it Fort Donelson and the 
bitter days of freezing and of starvation from the 13th of February 
until the 16th, Sunday, and of the bitter wait in mud and ice while 
each prisoner was being examined to see that there was nothing "con- 
traband" upon him before he was sent off to prison; then the 2,200 
men on one oat with but a single stove to warm by, and the day 
on the way from Cairo to St. Louis, when a genial sun for a few min- 
utes caused so many of us to go to the sunny side of the boat. The 
captain was alarmed lest the boiler burst on the creened vessel, and 
pleaded that we get away from that side. The only dread of the boat 
going down was the cold water, in which blocks of ice as large as 
houses were floating. 

There is recalled, too, the journey from St. Louis to Indianapolis 
by rail, and the goodness of Quaker women, who, having been notified 
of our starving condition, were ready as the train would slow up at 
their towns to run through the snow with fritters and back again 
for more--as good Samaritans as ever lived! 

Ah, too, the sad contrast is recalled when, on reaching Indianapo- 
lis, thousands of city people lined the streets through which we 
marched to Camp Morton, some two miles, who, instead of having hot 
fritters for us, stood stiffly in their seal skins, and many ridiculed 
us in our horrid plight. 

Night came on in Camp Morton, as we stood in Mud freezing about 
our feet, waiting to be assigned to quarters, which were in the horse 
stalls of the old fair grounds. The writer was fortunate enough 
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to get under a stove located in the central passageway of Division 
9, and slept snugly there. 
Weeks followed our confinement before we were reasonably fed. 
The entire day's ration would be eaten immediately after the issue. 
It was not intended to give in this connection these personal remin- 
iscences, but the article designed must be deferred.

The following postal card is being issued. It is self-explanatory: 


To the surviving Prisoners of Camp Morton: In the Century Magazine 
for April 1, 1891, is published an article entitled "Cold Cheer in 
Camp Morton." It is a plain statement of a personal experience of a 
prisoner of war--a narrative of facts known to me and to hundreds of 
others there incarcerated. The essential charges are that Confeder- 
ate prisoners in Camp Morton were cruelly and inhumanly treated; 
that inoffensive men were shot and killed; that prisoners were 
reduced to such traits from hunger that rats and dogs and the refuse 
from the hospital kitchen swill-tubs were eaten; that many perished 
from insufficient protection from the rigors of winter and lack of 
sufficient food. 


That these charges are true is known to you. I wrote this article 

as a contribution to the history of a great civil war, and in that 
spirit of fairness which characterizes this great magazine the Cen- 
tury published it. I believe it was something the historian of the 
future should know. Since its publication I have been the subject 

of unjust and malicious attack. I desire you to read the article and 
mail to me a statement of your experience there...An early reply will 
oblige, yours very truly, John A. Wyeth, M.D., 294 Madison avenue, 
New York.

The undersigned your Petitioners, would respectfully represent to 
your worships, that they are citizens residing in Lincoln County 
Tennessee, and as such they have long felt the necessity of a bridge 
spanning Elk river at some point between the mouth of Mulberry Creek 
and what is known as "Roundtree's ford" on Said River. 


The undersigned would show that Some of them live on the North Side 
of Elk River, while others live on the South side of Said River, and 
that abridge Spanning the river at Some point between the two places 
above mentioned would be of great benefit not only to the undersigned, 
in the way of getting their produce to market, traveling to and from 
Fayetteville &c, but would be of great benefit to people living in 
the neighborhood of Kelso, Brighton and Flintville, and in fact a 
great benefit to those who live South of Elk River, but not So far 
South as to enable them, with any Sort of Conveniences, to get the 
benefit of the Stone bridge South of Fayetteville. 


The undersigned feel that the County Court has lent its aid to other 
portions of the county in building bridges, while the portion of 

the county now asking county aid to build the bridge above Spoken of, 
has in Silence, for a long time waited, before asking, till the county 
could better afford it and now that the condition of the county finan- 
cially is good, they feel that your worships should respond to their 
call and give them a sufficient officiation to build a good and 
Substantial bridge between the points above spoken of.

_ later a Corporal in Co. A. 44th Consolidated Infantry. He enlisted 7 Dec. 1861. 

He was captured at Petersburg, Virginia 2 April 1865. As a prisonor of war 
he was sent to Fort Delaware. He took the oath of allegiance in May 1865, 
after the surrender and was released 7 May 1865. He received a Tennessee 
Confederate pension from Nov. 1905 until his death in 1919. He was born 
19 Sep. 1845 in Lincoln County, the son of David JEAN, Sr. He is buried 
in Lone Oak Cemetery in Lewisburg. 


Joseph JEAN was a Pvt. in A Co. 44th Consolidated Infantry, C.S.A. He 
enlisted 14 Nov. 1862. On 1 July 1864 he was sick at a hospital in Richmond, 
Virginia and died there soon after. A quartermaster's receipt listed $5.00 
remaining with Joseph Jean on a register of effects of deceased soldiers. 

He is probably buried in Hollywood Cemetery in Richmond. His widow Catherine 
McClure JEAN received a Confederate pension from Tenn. from 1906 until her 
death in 1912. Joseph JEAN was born in 1834, the son of David JEAN, Sr. 


Wyatt JEAN was a Pvt. in A Co. 44th Consolidated Infantry, C.S.A. He 
enlisted 14 Nov. 1862, the same day as his brother Joseph JEAN. Wyatt 
served until July 1863. He was born 9 Sep. 1839 in Lincoln County, the 
son of David JEAN, Sr. He died in Fannin County, Texas 1 May 1904, and 
is buried in the Dial cemetery near Honey Grove. 


Wiley JEAN enlisted 2 Dec. 1862 as a Pvt. in Capt. A. L. Huggins' 
Light Artillery Company. He is listed as both Wiley JEAN and Wiley JEANS 
in "Tennesseans in the Civil War." He was in Freeman's Battery which served 
under General Nathan Bedford Forrest until the Battle of Chicamauga. Wiley 
JEAN was captured at Spring Hill, near Franklin, Tenn. 10 April 1863, and 
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contracted disease during prison in Louisville, Kentucky. He was paroled 
from there 10 May 1863. Wiley JEAN was born 1 Dec. 1825 in Lincoln County, 
and died there 18 July 1905. He was probably the son of David JEAN, Sr. 


Another Wiley JEAN was a Pvt. in A Co. of 41st Infantry. He was born 
24 Oct. 1837 and died 9 April 1911. He is buried in the Kennedy-Thomison 
cemetery in Lincoln County. He was probably Wiley H. JEAN, the son of 
John JEAN and his wife Ann Shaw. . 


Uriah JEAN was also a Pvt. in A Co. 41st Infantry. He enlisted 4 Nov.1861. 
He was captured at Fort Donelson, Tenn., taken prisoner and sent to Camp 
Morton, Indiana in June 1862. He was exchanged and sent to Vicksburg, Miss. 
in Aug. 1862. He became sick and died 1 Jan. 1863 in a hospital at Grenada, 
Miss. Uriah was born in 1843 in Lincoln County, Tenn. the son of Francis 
Marion JEAN. 


Thomas A. JEAN was a Pvt. in Co. B 41st Tenn. Infantry according to the 
official muster roll. He enlisted 1 Dec. 1862 at Shelbyville, Tenn. and 
was listed as sick at Jackson, Miss. 12 May 1863, but was present for muster 
T Jan. 1864. According to his write-up in Goodspeed's "History of Lincoln 
County "he served in the late war in Forrest's Escort, and was in many se- 
vere skirmishes. His principal duty was scouting, and during his entire 
service he was neither wounded nor captured. He returned home in 1865 after 
an absence of three years." Thomas Asbury JEAN was born 26 Aug. 1836 in 
Lincoln County the son of John JEAN and Ann Shaw. He died 8 Oct. 1916, and 
is buried in the Rose Hill Cemetery in Fayetteville. 


Two brothers-in-law of both David JEAN, Sr. and Wyatt JEAN also 
served as Confederates in the Civil War: John David BRYANT and William 
James (Jim) BRYANT. They were the brothers of Elizabeth Bryant JEAN, 
Mrs. David Sr., and Susannah Bryant JEAN, Mrs. Wyatt JEAN. 


John D. BRYANT and William J. BRYANT both enlisted 7 Dec. 1861 in 
Co. A. 44th Tenn. Infantry. They were both captured at Chickamauga, Ga. 
19 Sep. 1863, and sent to Camp Douglas, Illinois. They were transferred 
to Point Lookout, Maryland 23 Mar. 1865, where they both took the oath 
of allegiance in June of 1865, after the surrender. John D. BRYANT and 
Witjtiam J. BRYANT's widow both received Confederate pensions from Tenn. 
William J. died 31 Jan. 1907, and John D. died 30 April 1926. They 
are both buried in the Flintville Cemetery in Lincoln County. They were 
the sons of William Robert BRYANT and Eliza HICKS. 


John David BRYANT was still alive in 1922 and filled out the Confed- 
erate questionnaire with this information: "Shiloh was the first battle 
we were in on 6 April 1862. We gave the Yanks a good whipping the first 
day, but they gave it to us the next day, and we retreated from Shiloh 
back to Mississippi. Later we marched to Shelbyville, Tenn. and from 
there we camped at Stones River near Murfreesboro until the battle took 
place the last day of 1862. There I had my right hand man by the name 
of Jack Fanning shot down and killed. Then we retreated back to Tullahoma 
Tenn. and stayed there the rest of the winter. I was at Decatur, Tenn. 
when the Union soldiers burned the town. I went on the train to Camp 
Loudon, from there to Dalton, Georgia. Then we brought on the battle of 
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Chicamauga, which I was captured in the first day's battle. I had my 
left hand man shot down there, and was captured in the little field near 
a spring. I got lost from the rest, and the Yank had me cut off from the 
rest. They took us to Chattanooga, and we boarded a train to Nashville. 
I was carried from there to Camp Douglas near Chicago. I was there in 
prison nearly two years."
